None Fourthly, 
From- the Laws of the: Nation; for they are humane, and 
may be altered or changed, it is one of the great fundamentals 
of our Government 5 the End, and buſineſs-of our Parlia- 
ments to deliberate hereon. And Fifthly, For the difates 
of mens private Confciences herein , their being bound by, or 
to the former Conſtitution, their Oaths or Subſcriptions therein 
required, or given, *tis very weak to argue from thence. 
All theſe falling of themſelves, if the ConFfitution be alte 
rable, and it hath ſpoken it felt to be ſuch, for ſo'tis decla- 
red in the Preface to the Liturgy, that the particular Forms 
of Druine worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to 
e uſed therein, being in their own nature indifferent, and alte 
rable , and ſo acknowledged , it is but reaſonable ; that
